Recorded on Film 


Stones’ Guard Cleared 


OAKLAND. Calif. (UPI) — 
A Hell's Angel was found 
Innocent Thursday of a slay¬ 
ing that was recorded on film 
during the 1969 Altamont rock 
music concert attended by 
300.000 persons. 


The defendant, Allan 
Passaro, 22, San Jose, threw 
his head back and yelled 
"Yeeow!” when the verdict 
was read. He embraced his 


pretty blonde wife Celeste, 
who broke into tears. 

Passaro was charged with 
tlie stabbing death of 
Meredith Hunter, 18, near the 
stage where Britain's Rolling 
Stones were performing at 
the free concert on Dec. 6. 
3969 — a stabbing that was 
recorded on film by a movie 
crew. 

The color film, of poor 
quality because of bad light¬ 
ing, shows Passaro rushing at 


Hunter and striking him with ■ 
a knife while trying to grab a 
revolver the teenager was 
waving.

Passaro took the stand-and 
said he stabbed Hunter in self- 
defence. Members of the 
Hell's Angels motorcycle gang 
had been hired by the Stones’ 
management — for 3500 
worth of beer — to act as 
bodyguards on the stage while 
the rock group performed.

Agnew Says Hard Welfare Judgments Due 

Take Children , Let Dying Die ? 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. 
(UPI) — U.S. Vice-President 
Spiro Agnew said Thursday 
the welfare problem will 
never lie resolved until ‘ ‘haid 
■ocial judgments” are faced 
about whether taxpayers 
should finance illegitimate 
children and keep terminal 
patients alive. 

Hd -also said “sooner or 
later” government must 
decide whether it should take 
away the children of unfit 
welfare mothers. 

Agnew spoke to a meeting 


attended by governor Ronald 
Reagan and 300 local govern- 
m e n t officials concerned 
about skyrocketing welfare 
costs. 

★ ★ ★ 

The vice-president told the 
officials that “life Is very 
complex” and that “all we 
can do is move in the proper 
direction*.” 

“I have a theory that these 
problems will never be 
subject to complete solution 
until somebody in public life.” 
Agnew continued, “is willing 


to take on tlie hard social 
judgments that very frankly 
no one that I know in elective 
office is willing to even think 
about.” 

“I’m talking about the 
decision in welfare,” he said. 
“If a woman 1ms not taken 
care of her children properly, 
who is going to say to that 
-woman, 'We are going to take 
that child from you — the 
natural mother — and put 
that child somewhere where it 
will receive the proper 
care.* ** 


Agnew also asked, “Who is 
going to say to a welfare 
mother who has had three or 
four illegitimate children who 
are now charges of the state, 
*We’re very sorry but we will 
not be able to allow you to 
have any more children’? . . . 
Until we take it on, how are 
we ever really going to solve 
this problem?”

Agnes said he believes 
“catastrophic” health insur¬ 
ance is necessary. 

“But how are we going to 


implement that?” he asked. 
“Who's going to make tlie 
hard decision that says what 
is a catastrophy? 

“Is a man who is in a 
terminal illness able to, by 
virtue of that legislation, be 
kept alive an extra month at 
a cost of 20-or-$30,000 to the 
taxpayer?

Finance Minister Edgar

traditional seasonal employ¬ 
ment patterns which almost 
always shows relatively more 
people jobless in cold 
weather, rose to 6.6 per cent 
last month from 6.5 per cent 
in November. 

The actual rate rose to 6.5 


per cent of the labor force in 
December from 5.7 per cent 
in November and 4.7 per cent 
in December, 1969. 

There was no doubt that the 
actual number of jobless 
would rise in December — it 
jumped to 538,000 from 


476,000 — but the size of the 
increase was large enough to 
make the seasonally-adjusted 
rate rise as well. 

Benson and other ministers 
came under torrid pressure in 
the House Thursday following 
announcement of the figures 


by the manpower department 
and Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics earlier in the day. 

He said that, while he had 
predicted the’ unemployment 
rate was on the downswing, 
“I also said there may be 
m onth-to-month fluctuations 
from the trend .. 

This, he said, was such a 
fluctuation. 

Reaction to the published 
jobless figures was immediate 
*and widespread. 

Quebec Labor Minister Jean 
Coumoyer said his province 
could be hit by a revolution if 
immediate action is not taken 
to reduce unemployment. 

In Vancouver, Ray Haynes,

Cirrhosis Not Sudden 


By G. C. THOSTESON. MD 


Dear I)r. Thosteson: What 
are the symptoms of cirrhosis 
of the liver? I have been a 
heavy drinker for 25 years. 
—E.K. 

Cirrhosis of the liver can 
and does occur in some 
people who have never 
touched a drop of liquor in 
their lives. But it is far more 
prevalent among folks who 
have, over the years, lived in 
such a way as to make 
themselves likely victims. 
That is, heavy drinking over 
the years can affect the liver 
so that it finally begins to 
fail. 

This is even more likely if 
tlie drinker does not eat 
properly. — particularly the 
drinker who goes on periodic 
sprees when, for a whole day 
or*perhaps for several days at 
a time, he keeps on drinking 


and eats only enough to 
subdue his hunger for food. 

Cirrhosis doesn’t come on 
all of a sudden. It’s the kind 
of condition that creeps up 
gradually, and after the pa¬ 
tient has been feeling rather 
dismal for maybe weeks or 
months, he finally comes to 
the conclusion that he's sick. 
Or at times he may keep 
dragging along until some 
unmistakable sign appears. 

The ’’draggy." or gradual 
symptoms are such things as 
weight loss, loss of appetite, 
weakness, being easily fa¬ 
tigued. A large pot belly, if 
not due to fat. may be from 
an accumulation of fluid in 
the abdomen, due to the 
cirrhosis. The patient has a 
sallow complexion as a rule. 

More dramatic symptoms, 
which usually indicate that 
the cirrhosis is pretty well

advanced, are tenderness and 
enlargement qf the liver, 
jaundice (that is. yellowness 
of the whites of the eyes and 
skin, although this may be 
from other ailments involving 
the liver), and bleeding from 
ruptured veins in the stomach j 
or the esophagus. 

If you are concerned about 
yourself, there are certain 
tests of liver function which 
show chemical abnormalities 
before the more generalized 
symptoms start appearing. 
Chief of these is a BSP test 
(bromsulphalein) which in¬ 
volves a simple injection of a 
dye into a vein. Then the 
patient is tested to see how 
rapidly the dye disappears, 
or. conversely, is retained, 
which shows how effectively 
the liver is functioning. There 
are other tests of liver 
function as well.

Outside the Commons, 
Benson said that lowering 
taxes to expand the economy, 
as advocated by Stanfield and 
Con servative front-bencher 
George Hees, would mean 
another 51,000 million borrow¬ 
ing by the government on top 
of the 51,570 million it had 
borrowed since March in 
reversing the tight fiscal 
policy with which it began the 
year.

He continued to defend his 
1970 economic policy: “No 
one believed last March when 
I said in my budget that 
inflation would become less of 
a problem.” 

Inside the House, opposition 
members unleashed their 
most relentless attack on 
government economic policies 
In recent memory, including 
two motions to adjourn the 
Commons for an emergency 
debate on unemployment and 
a request for unanimous 
consent to do the same thing. 


Hoes failed to gain unani¬ 
mous consent for his attempt, 
and New Democrat Leader T. 
C. Douglas and Perry Ryan 
(PC—Toronto-Spadina) were 
turned down in their requests 
for special debates by 
Speaker Lucien Lamoureux. 

The Speaker said the un¬ 
employment problem is “of a 
continuing nature” and thus 
not eligible for emergency 


debate. As well, it would b« 
discussed in upcoming budget 
debate — there are four days 
of the six-day budget debate 
left over from last month. 

Douglas said unemployment 
Is the highest it has been for 
a decade and preliminary 
surveys show unemployment 
in January will add another 
100,000 persons to the current

Stanfield Sees 
Jobless 
In Winnipeg 


WINNIPEG (OP) - Con¬ 
servative leader Robert Stan¬ 
field met a few of Canada’s 
unemployed Thursday, the 
first full day of his cross- 
Ca n ada “upemployment 
tour,” and said vigorous 
federal action is needed to get 
the economy moving. 

He visited a Canada Man¬ 
power office in downtown 
Winnipeg, spoke with officials 
and some of the people 
seeking work, and talked with 
a few students at a job 
training college in suburban 
St. James-Assiniboia. 

The opposition leader, who 
appeared in the morning on 
two local radio call-in shows 
to field questions on unem¬ 
ployment, spent much of the 
afternoon asking questions 
and listening to people dir¬ 
ectly involved in job seeking. 
★ ★ ★ 

Stanfield charged the 
government of Prime 
Minister Trudeau has deliber¬ 
ately “run down the economy 
and there are hundreds of 
thousands of Canadians pay¬ 
ing for this.” Unemployment 
is “massive” and the situa¬ 
tion cannot be justified. 

He said Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics figures, showing un¬ 
employment in December was 
6.5 per cent of the work force, 
compared with 4.7 a year 
earlier, "confirm the pessi¬ 
mistic outlook for Canadians 
that most people have pre¬ 
dicted for the winter.” 

Because of heavy snowfall 
In interior British Columbia, 
Stanfield has dropped 


scheduled visits to Vernon 
and Kamloops from his cross¬ 
country tour on unemploy¬ 
ment. 

Stanfield was to have 
visited the interior cities 
Saturday, but instead will 
spend the day in Vancouver 
and Kelowna. He is expected 
to return, to Ottawa Sunday, 
before taking his tour east¬ 
ward.

Details Still Unclear 


Tragic Fishing Trip 
Puzzles Survivors 


HOPE (UPI) — Much of 
what happened when an ice¬ 
fishing trip turned into three 
days of isolation in a snow¬ 
storm is unclear to Everett 
Davidson, whose son and 
brother-in-law froze to death 
after their truck became 
stuck on a remote highway 
south of Hope. 

Police, puzzled by what 
happened between Sunday 
morning and Wednesday, 
when Davidson and his wife 
and daughter were rescued 
got a few answers from 
Davidson in the hospital 
where the three survivors are 
being treated for frostbite and 
exposure. _ 

"If it wasn’t so tragic, you 
could call it a comedy of 
•rrors,” said one policeman. 

★ ★ ★ 

The story began at 1:30 
a.m. Sunday when Davidson, 
41, set out from Surrey for 
the Skagit Valley, 100 miles to 
the east. He took with him his 
25-year-old wife, Alice, their 
five-year-old son, Donald, 
their three-year-old daughter. 
Sherry, and Mrs. Davidson’s 
16-year-old brother, Kenneth 
Hossfeld. 

Not far from their destina¬ 
tion, Ross Lake the truck 
skidded into a ditch. Thurs¬ 
day, in hospital, Davidson told 
what he could of the rest of 
the story. Police were able to 
piece a story together. 

Davidson said that although 
It was 1:30 a.m. and a storm 
was blowing, he had made the 
trip before in his truck, which 
has snow tires, without 
trouble. 

★ ★ ★ 

He said that when the truck 
became stuck, he and 
Kenneth worked for two 
hours, trying to free it, 
w ithout success. Davidson 
then set out on foot, seeking 
help, but eight hours later, his 
feet frozen and his senses of 
time and distance affected, he 
turned back. 

Some 20 hours after he left 
his family in the truck, 
Davidson said, he met them 
again. They had set out on 
foot also, and were about five 
miles down the road from the 
truck when he encountered 
them. 

The Davidsons went back 
toward the truck, but Kenneth 
pushing a mini-motorcycle in 
the hope of finding some clear 
road on which to use it, 
continued. 

As the Davidsons trudged 
along, the children grew too 
tired to walk, tad the parents 
had to carry them until they, 
too, were exhausted. The 
family sheltered under pine 


boughs to spend the night. 
They tried to build a fire 
using a propane torch, but 
found the wood too wet to 
bum. They melted water to 
drink, but had no food. 

Each of the parents took a 
child and they spent the night 
in a pair of sleeping bags. 

Davidson in unclear about 
what happened after they 
woke up the next morning, 
Tuesday. 

He does remember trying 
unsuccessfully to light fires, 
huddling together for warmth, 
and finally setting out toward 
the truck once more. 

He cannot remember the 
trek back to his vehicle, and 
he doesn’t remember leaving 
his wife and children lying 
under a tree. 

He remembers only being 
rescued by a snowplow, which 
found him at the truck after 
it was spotted and stopped by 
Mrs. Davidson. 

When the plow arrived, 
Donald Davidson was dead. 
Kenneth Hossfeld was later 
found about six miles away, 
frozen to death under a tree 
where he apparently stopped 
to rest, lying on his jacket. 


OTTAWA (CP)—More 
than one in 12 work¬ 
ers in the Atlantic prov¬ 
inces and Quebec were 
unemployed last month 
and they were joined by 
a rapidly growing num¬ 
ber of jobless in indus¬ 
try-rich Ontario. 

The Ontario total of un¬ 
employed, reported in a joint 
statement by the federal 
manpower department and 
the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics, jumped last month 
to 146,000 from 126,000 in 
November and only 95,000 in 
December, 1969. That was a 
54-per-cent increase in 
Ontario’s jobless in 12 
months. 

The national total of un¬ 
employed reached an esti- 
mated 538,000 i n mid- 
December, or 6.5 per cent of 
the labor force. Unemploy¬ 
ment normally mounts even 
higher in January and Feb¬ 
ruary before spring brings 
more work. 

★ ★ ★ 

The 538,000 unemployed last 
month represent an increase 
Of 62,000 or 13 per cent from 
November, and 155,000 or 
more than 40 per cent from a 
year earlier. 

Even the seasonally- 
adjusted rate of unemploy¬ 
ment rose. This is the figure 
computed by the statisticians 
to take the effect of seasonal 
variations out of the reports 
of actual unemployment for 
economic analysis purposes. 

The s ea sonally-adjusted 
rate of unemployment for all 
Canada rose to 6.6 per cent 
from 6.5 in November. It had 
dropped from a peak 6.9 per 
cent in September to 6.6 in 
October. 

★ ★ ★ 

Regionally, the seasonally- 
adjusted rate rose to 8.8 per 
cent in the Atlantic provinces 
and Quebec, and to 5.1 per 
cent in Ontario. Declines were 
recorded in the Prairies and 
British Columbia. 

In British Columbia, there 
was a slight decline to 70,000 
unemployed last month from 
76,000 in November, but this 
was 52 per cent higher than in 
December, 1969. The B.C. 
unemployment rate was down 
last month to 8 per cent of 
the labor force, from 8.6 per 
cent in November, but it, too, 
was up from 5.5 per cent a 
year earlier. 

For the Atlantic provinces 
and Quebec, the rate of actual 
unemployment, without sea¬ 
sonal adjustment, climbed to 
8.3 and 8.4 per cent of their 
labor forces, respectively. 
There were 54,000 unemployed 
in the Atlantic region, up 18 
per cent from a year earlier, 
and 197,000 in Quebec, up 30 
per cent. 

The Prairies also showed a 
dramatic increase in unem¬ 
ployment figures, to 71,000 
from 44,000 a year earlier, 
but last month’s total was 
just over 5 per cent, or one in 
20 of the region’s labor force. 

Another breakdown of the 
unemployment figures showed 
continued high numbers of 
jobless young people. But a 
new factor was added last 
month: significantly higher 
numbers of jobless men in the 
over-24 age bracket, the 
group generally regarded as 
breadwinners.

The Post Office Problem 


TT IS DIFFICULT to go along with either side 

in the unhappiness still existing in the Canadian 
postal service. Perhaps there are some answers in 
what the United States has done with its post office 
department? 

Reports from Ottawa say the minister 
responsible for the mail service was surprised and 
bewildered at a letter carrier union’s statement of 
criticism of the post office administration. 

Jean-Pierre Cote says the workers are being 
consulted more than ever in attempts to improve 
the operation. The changes, say the unions, are 
resulting in muddled instructions and split 
responsibilities. And what’s more, union executives 
are being by-passed in moves to decentralize the 
administration. 

Obviously the two sides are still far apart in 
what had been hoped would be a greatly improved 
service following the scatter-gun strikes of last 
summer. 

It is obvious, too, that Mr. Cote’s "together¬ 
ness" efforts are inadequate, and that the workers’ 
main aim appears to be to strengthen their union 
position. * 

Perhaps the inefficiency and low morale that 
seems to have gained a stranglehold on the service 
can be laid to a failure on the pai l of government 
to give the post office department the place of 
importance it deserves. 

It is said to have been always at the bottom of 
the government totem pole. 


Would changing it to crown corporation 
status correct this situation and eliminate many of 
the problems that continually threaten to deprive 
the public of what it considers a vital service? 

Although the Canadian post office hasn’t the 
degree of political distaste of the United States 
where postmasters frequently were changed with a 
switch of parties in power, there are parallel 
problems. 

Facing up to its troubles, the United States 
has placed its postal service under an independent 
government agency not unlike a Canadian crown 
corporation, and there appears to be happiness 
with the move. No longer is it directly responsible 
to a cabinet minister — the one who in Canada, at 
least, is considered to be the lowest in the 
hierarchy of ministers. 

To place the Canadian service under a crown 
corporation could give -it a new stature which 
might result in improved efficiency and service. 

The employees would be able to negotiate 
directly with management, instead of through the 
Treasury Board, and this could make for better 
labor management relations. It would enable the 
post office to obtain government loans when it 
needs them for capital spending and improved 
equipment. It could break the inefficiency and 
hostility that has the service tied in an ever- 
tightening knot of disruption. 

It might even eliminate the need for the heavy 
subsidization the people of Canada must pay for' 1 
the privilege of mailing a letter. 


Diplomatic Evasion 


S EVERAL OTHER NATIONS have now recog¬ 
nized the Communist government of mainland 
China more or less on the formula that enabled 
Ottawa and Peking to extend mutual recognition 
last October. The formula does not solve the 
problem of the “two Chinas” — Mao Tse-tung’s 
and the Nationalist China on Taiwan. It is in fact 
an evasion. In Canada’s case Peking stated that 
Taiwan was part of the People’s Republic of China. 
Without agreeing or disagreeing Canada "took 
note” of the claim. Peking further stated that its 
government was the “sole legal government” of 
China, to which Canada agreed, as have Italy and 
Chile in the same manner. Ethiopia and Equatorial 
Guinea have gone farther and recognized the 
Peking regime as the sole legal government of “the 
entire Chinese people.” 

The delicate tip-toeing around the question of 
the legality of the Taiwan government in the 
agreements with Canada, Italy and Chile, even 
though it involved the withdrawal of recognition 
between Nationalist China and these countries, 
suggests that it is still not beyond the bounds of 
possibility that Communist China could become a 
member of the United Nations without Nationalist 
China losing its representation. Both are 


adamantly against a straight two-China approach. 
But some compromise perhaps could be found 
through skirting reality. 

Writing in the Far Eastern Economic Review 
of last Dec. 5, Louis Halasz recalled as “the only 
reasonable compromise that comes to mind” a 
fairly old suggestion that China be given several 
seats in the United Nations, in the same way as the 
Sqyiet Union has three seats through Ukrainian 
and Byelorussian memberships. Peking would 
occupy the “China seat," but the others could be 
given to autonomous regions such as Inner 
Mongolia and Taiwan: “Both Peking and Taipei ... 
could go on claiming to be the only lawful 
representatives of China, and both could rightly 
assert that Taiwan is and will remain part of 
China.” 

If the Communist and Nationalist Chinese 
governments could be persuaded to “take note” of 
each other's claims without agreeing with them, 
the way might be opened for them to co exist as 
members of the world family of nations no matter 
huw bitterly divided between themselves. It is a far- 
out idea, but may be worth pursuing by those who 
want to see all the Chinese people, the most 
numerous on earth, represented in the UN.

Mexican President Sets Hectic Pace 


O NE DOES NOT usually 
associate ulcers with the 
pace o f Latin American 
governments, but some are-* 
likely to develop in Mexico if 
President Luis Echeverria 
keeps moving as fast and 
hard as he has been. 

Almost every weekend since 
he took office Dec. 1, Eche¬ 
verria and his staff have 
flown off on working trips to 
remote areas of this, the third 
most spacious country in 
Latin America. 

Along with key members of 
his cabinet and other aides, 
he toured the dry. agri¬ 
culturally poor state of 
Coahuila. He has been to 
Quintana R o o , the south- 
easternmost territory, 
sparsely settled, verdant, 
tropical, where there is little 
beyond a government-subsi¬ 
dized mahogany plywood 
plant, despite its tourism 
potential.

Aswan Dam Solves, 
Creates Problems 


Eleven years after work 
began, the Aswan Dam — a 
project which opened the door 
for Russia’s entry into the 
Middle East and gave 40 
million Arabs hopes for a 
better future — will be 
inaugurated today. 

The $1 billion barrier is the 
first in history to fully control 
the River Nile. 

It brought Egypt to the 
edge of financial disaster but 
eventually gave the nation 
time to lay an industrial base 
from which Cairo hopes to 
improve conditions for its 
people. 

The dam ushered in a new 
era in Middle East politics. It 
speeded the demise of U.S. 
and British influence with 
radical Arab nations and 
when Russia stepped in to 
finance the dam, it marked 
the start of Moscow’s deep 
penetration into an arga it 
had always' coveted but in 
which it had never before 
wielded significant influence. 
★ ★ ★ 

Both the United States and 
Britain initially agreed to 
finance the 366-foot high bar¬ 
rier of rock, sand and clay 
600 miles south of Cairo. But 
as relations between the 
countries worsened, Washing¬ 
ton and London withdrew 
their offers. 

Russia stepped in to provide 
the $271.7 million in hard 
currency needed for the $966 
million project. Moscow also 
supplied 1,000 Russian 
engineers and technicians to 
guide an Egyptian workforce 
of 34,000 in building the dam, 
which is 16 times higher than 
the largest pyramid.

Of Russia’s participation, a 
British diplomat said that “In 
terms of prestige, propa¬ 
ganda, and influence among 
emerging Asian and African 
countries, Russia’s participa¬ 
tion in the dam was an 
incredibly cheap victory for 
the Soviets." 

The dam was an engineer¬ 
ing marvel. Two and a half 
miles long at its crest and 
requiring 40 million cubic 
yards of material, it was built 
at one of the most inhospit¬ 
able sites on earth, where 
temperatures daily soared to 
135 degrees. 

More than 220 construction 
workers lost their lives on the 
project. 

Many experts said the dam 
created as many problems as 
it solved. Economists, how¬ 
ever, said it was necessary to 
buy time for Cairo to estab¬ 
lish heavy industry. 

The nation’s ^>asic problem 
is overpopulation. Egypt has 
34 million persons and, with a 
birthrate of around 2.8, the 
population is increasing by a 
million persons annually. 
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Only 5 per cent of the 
nation is arable. Though the 
dam will eventually help 
reclaim 1.2 million acres of 
land from desert and convert 
a further 700,000 acres from 
basin to perennial irrigation, 
the nation has reached an 
absolute agricultural satura¬ 
tion point, according to ex¬ 
perts. 

These experts said the only 
way for Egypt to increase the 
standard of living for its 
people, some of whom still 
earn only 25 piasters (60 
cents) a day. is to industrial¬ 
ize. 

★ * ★ 

The dam, affecting large 
areas of northern Sudan, also 
will bring benefits to several 
million persons in that coun¬ 
try, experts said. 

Wiith 12 turbines generating 
10 billion kilowatt-hours of 
electricity annually, the dam 
will provide the power to turn 
the wheels of industry and 
light the nation’s homes. 

Nasser, who died in 
September, once said, “The 
high dam is more than a 
mute monument of rock on 
which one may put wreaths of 
flowers. It is a live creative 
monument.” To honor Nasser, 
who pushed the project to 
completion, today's inaugura¬ 
tion will be held on the 
anniversary of his birthday.

The lake formed by the 
dam — 312 miles long and an 
average 7.7 miles wide — was 
named in Nasser’s honor 
before his death. 

The government recently 
estimated the dam would pay 
for itself within two years and 
add $566 million to the 
national income annually. 

Other experts, however, 
noted disturbing side effects. 
Mineral-rich silt is backing up 
behind the dam at the rate of 
100 million tons annually, 
depriving the lowlands of the 
needed minerals and seriously 
harming the sardine industry 
at the mouth of the Nile. 

★ ★ ★ 

Coastal erosion has become 
a serious problem since the 
silt stopped flowing and even 
the bed of the river itself, 
denied the protection of 
layers of heavy silt, is being 
scoured by river currertts. 

To slow down the river and 
check the scouring action, the 
government is planning to 
build seven more barriers, in 
addition to four already in 
existence, thus in effect 
making the Nile a series of 
lakes from the high dam to 
the sea. 

The new lake worries 
Egyptian doctors who fear its 
waters will help spread 
malaria and schistosomiasis, 
a parasite which causes ex¬ 
haustion. 

Even with the strictest 
precautions, experts feared at 
least one million persons not 
now affected by the disease 
would be exposed to it. 


peoples. She seeks to create a 
complex, in dustrialized 
society. 

Mohandas Gandhi’s way 
may be impossible in the 
modern world. Indira 
Gandhi’s way is proving un¬ 
workable. Enmeshed in racial, 
religious and cultural differ¬ 
ences, she appears more 
concerned with the just 
barely manageable interplay 
of politics than the perhaps 
unmanageable execution of 
policies. 

* * ★ 

Indira Gandhi’s great con¬ 
tribution may well be the 
demons tration that the 
agglomeration of 550 millions 
is ungovernable — under any 
existing system or ideology. 

India did not exist before 
the British arrived in the 17th 
Century. Even the Emperor 
Ashoka, who ruled in the 3rd 
Century BC. never con¬ 
trolled the entire area which 
was British India in the mid- 
19th Century. 

The British ruled by ruling 
as little as possible. Their 
India was a congeries of 
administered territories, semi- 
autonomous principalities and 
“protected states.” But their 
efficiency — and arrogance — 
evoked yearning towards 
Indian nationhood which had 
never existed. 

★ * ★ 

Mohandas Gandhi embodied 
thal spirit. He created 
modern India — and Inspired 
liberal thinkers everywhere to 
new hopes for the brotherhood 
of man. He was shot by a 
Hindu extremist four months 
before the British withdrew, 
“partitioning” their Raj into 
predominantly Hindu India 
and Moslem Pakistan. The 
assassin disapproved of allow¬ 
ing Moslems to rule them¬ 
selves. 

Indira Gandhi has initiated 
foe ponderous, week-long pro¬ 
cess of a general election 
because of her contention 
with the "old” Congress 
Party, men who consider 
themselves the legitimate 
heirs of Mohandas Gandhi — 
and her father. The Congress 
has become an association of 
vested interests'— not merely 
conservative, hut reactionary. 


She has evoked a broad 
onposition front united under 
the slogan: Indira Hatao! 
(dump Indira.) Yet the only 
truly unifying spirit India has 
known was opposition to the 
British. However Indira 
Gandhi fares in the election, 
the unity embodied by 
Mohandas Gandhi will not 
rise again. 

Two currents have swent 
TnAto cinra Gandhi's assas¬ 
sination. 

The first was official, often 
onlv a nr*'fence. Tt flowed 
trv«'*rd<! unitv and industriali¬ 
zation for a modern nation 
fashioned after Great Britain 
or the United States. 


The second, more powerful 
current has been spontaneous. 
Despite the "ereen revolu¬ 
tion.” food production still 
chases a population increase 
of more than 40 per cent in 
two decades. Each linguistic, 
tribal, religious, caste and 
economic groun is guided bv 
its own interests and supersti¬ 
tions. .A mvriad of such 
groups dominate India. Their 
purposes are normally anta¬ 
gonistic and their means are 
often violent. 

The city of Calcutta has 
always represented India's 
very best and very worst. 


Today, the city is “unfit for 
human habitation” according 
to an Indian journalist. Cal¬ 
cutta almost — but not quite 

— makes U.S. urban areas 
appear paradises of harmony 
and goodwill. 

* ★ ★ 

Filth and squalor unimagin¬ 
able to the westerner have 
been capped by universal in¬ 
security. TTie stuff of daily 
life: Protection rackets, con¬ 
stant daylight robbery, 
kidnapping for ransom, sexual 
assaults and abduction. More 
specialized: Judges and uni¬ 
versity presidents murdered, 
along with numerous police¬ 
men, cabinet minister’s wife 
and son stabbed, bomb 
blasts; buses set afire, and 
train robberies. The govern¬ 
ment will spend hundreds to 
reclaim examination papers 
the instructor refuses to 
surrender because he Is owed 
six rupees (80 cents) — but 
the government cannot pay 
him. 

★ ★ ★ 

Indira Gandhi will not 
intervene in situations like 
this for fear of losing votes. 
She has, besides, encouraged 
disorder by flouting the con- 
8 11 1 ution. Determined to 
deprive 278 former princes of 
princely pensions granted for 
surrendering princely powers, 
she defied Parliament’s reluc¬ 
tance in an executive decree 

— subsequently nullified by 
the Supreme Court. 

Her actions have been 
impulsive, imperious — and 
ineffective — though sincerely 
seeking a modernized, unitary 
India. But strikes, student 
unrest and unemployment 
smolder; bureaucracy blocks 
essential fertilizer and irriga¬ 
tion works; universal primary 
education by 1980 is impos¬ 
sible, and tens of thousands die 
each year for lack of simple 
treatment. For the survivors, 
the quality of life is worse 
than it was 50 years ago. 

★ * ★ 

Blame not Indira Gandhi, 
but India itself. She can no 
more create and rule a united 
India than could her great 
father, Nehru. Mohandas 
Gandhi’s way might have 
worked better, for he would 
have ruled India by yielding 
to India, rather than fighting 
India.

The works fund was estab¬ 
lished in last month’s federal 
mini-budget to heip fight 
unemployment. Municipalities 
will borrow money from the 
federal government at an 
interest rate of less than 8 
|>er cent. 

In addition to having a high 
employment content, to 
qualify projects must be able 
to go to tender by March 31 
and must be completed by 
March 31, 1972.

Wins Award 

An award of merit in the 
Canadian Good Roads Associ- 
ation's Highway Beautiful 
competition has been pre¬ 
sented to S. J. Cunliffe by 
Highways Minister Wesley 
Black for the submission of a 
design by Willis, Cunliffe, 
Tait and Company Ltd., Vic¬ 
toria for a section of the 
Gorge Road Improvement 
project. 


The union, which -halted 
urban bus service in Greater 
Victoria and Vancouver 11 
days ago, says its effort to 
protect some fowl has been 
answered with a foul blow. 

It all started when no less 
than two million broiler 
chickens got themselves in¬ 
volved in the strike of 1,800 
bus drivers and mechanics — 
no easy matter, as bqp strikes 
go. 

B.C. Hydro, which employs 
the strikers, also, operates a 
railway line on the Mainland. 
Strikers had been picketing 
this line, which in a limited 
fashion, was being operated 
by Hydro's management per¬ 
sonnel. 

Along came the B.C. Feed 
Manufacturer* Association to 
shout for help on behalf of the 
two million chickens. The 
association said the chicken 
feed wasn’t getting through 
and the chickens were in 
danger. 

★ ★ ★ 

The u n I o n, knowing it 
wouldn’t help its public image 
to hold all those chickens for 
ransom, moved quickly. It 
removed toe pickets to let the 
feed get through. 

By Thursday the union was 
playing the second chorus of 
what has been dubbed the 
Hen House Blues. 

Frank Collins, ATU busi¬ 
ness agent in Vancouver, told 
the Colonist: "We complied 
with them to get the feed 
through and now we find a lot 
of other things are getting 
through.’’ 

He said there were indica¬ 
tions such items as canned 
goods, fertilizer and lumber 
were being brought in on the 
line and that in the confusion, 
two companies still hadn't 
received the chicken feed. 

"We don’t feel Hydro has 
been playing ball with us,” he 
said. 

It was quite possible, he 
sdfid, that pickets would be re¬ 
posted. But the union wasn’t 
going to make a quick 
decision because it had the 
interest of the chickens at 
heart. 

The whole matter of the 


strike oould come to a head 
before long. The B.C. Media¬ 
tion Commission, which held 
tarings that were boycotted 
by the union, was expected to 
bring down recommendations 
for a settlement today. 

Tl»e union has sought a pay 
increase of about 20 per cent 
over two years. Hydro 
offered 13 per cent in the 
same period. Drivers earn 
$3.75 an hour, mechanics 
$4.35. 

Some 225 erf the strikers are 
in Victoria.

Deer, elk and other game on Vancouver Island may be In 
severe trouble and threatened by starvation because of heavy 
and prolonged snows this winter, but the official fish and 
wildlife branch policy Is “don’t feed the animals.” 

Animals have a habit of becoming dependent upon winter 
feeding when It Is offered. Once started the fish and wildlife 
branch could be faced with the problem of continuing a costly 
winter feeding problem. . 

"We are under-harvesting our deer populations at present 
We could save some, but we would be saving animals that 
would be wasted later on anyway,” explained Vancouver Island 
regional wlldHfe biologist Ian Smith Thursday. 

“If we knew the hunters would get the deer we would save, 
it could be worthwhile,” Smith said. 

“We would prefer that no group undertake to feed them. 
Animals have a way of becoming dependent." Smith said. 

But. he added, if someone feels they must do something for 
the animals, don’t put out things like vegetables, unless they 
are already raiding a vegetable patch. 

The deer must be given the same kind of food they have 
been eating. Cut down cedar boughs along their trails. They 
prefer cedar to fir and they prefer fir to hemlock. In that 
order. They will also eat alder twigs. 

On an optimistic note, Smith said weather forecasts 
indicate weather will moderate “real quick.” But, he added, if 
the pattern continues it will be another disastrous winter for 
the wildlife, like the winter of 1968-68. from which they were 
just recovering. 

“Already there has been some mortality,” Smith said. 

Conditions will differ from place to place, he explained. 
The snow area this year has been the ranges from Campbell 
River fbuth to Nanaimo. The coastal plain in the Nanaimo area 
hasn’t been badly hit by snow conditions, but five to 10 miles 
inland there has been heavy snow for a month. 

Some observers believe winter die-off of wildlife may be 
the worst in years, even worse than 1968-69 winter. This year 
snow came early in November and In some areas has been 
around since then. Deer can take six to eight weeks of snow 
conditions, but three months of snow would hit them hard. 

Winter feeding of starving animals is a problem over much 
of North America and there is a wide range of thought on Its 
usefulness. 

Generally, it Is agreed that If not handled properly. It would 
actually be more harmful than helpful. 

To be effective winter feeding stations should be 
established before the need arises, so animals wHl know where 
to come. 

But, placement of a feeding station is also of great concern. 
If It is put In an area that will attract more wildlife than there 
is protective oover to shelter, an oasis may be established for 
predators. The game you are attempting to feed may well end 
up as the food. 

Another hazard is an insufficent amount of food at a 
station. There Is always the possibility that It will attract more 
wildlife than there Is food to sustain. Short food supplies will 
cause wildlife to travel further and expose themselves to 
predation and other dangers. Several small feeders are better 
than one. 

It can be summed up this way! and this is the way the B.C. 
fish and wildlife branch apparently re-acts: 

"If you decide you can’t meet all the conditions for 
operating a feeding station — don’t start. Wildlife will get along 
better without your help.” ' 

A poorly operated feeding station can cause a great deal 
more damage to wildlife than the good It will accomplish. 

★ ★ ★ 

Fishing In this weather may seem a hopeless proposition, 
but ardent anglers are getting fish. 

Bobby Page of Duncan has been getting one or two 
steelhead a day from the Cowichan River. Heavy snow is 
making access difficult, but there is plenty of fishing space 
under the highway bridges. 

Campbell River is still being heavily fished, but success is 
not commensurate with effort. 

Tramping along river banks is going to be difficult for 
some time, even when the melt starts, but remember. If you 
don’t know the fishing holes the best time to find them is when 
snow tracks lead you to them. 

It Is cold for chinook fishing, but some hardy anglers are 
still going after them. Art Beilis of Duncan took a 15V4-pounder 
from Cowichan Bay Sunday and hia partner. Louis Langlois 
was broken off by another big one. At Union Bay fishermen in 
rowboats have been catching Chinooks along the shoreline. 

Moat rivers will be low because of cold weather, but a snow 
melt and rain will quickly put them 4n flood condition. You wiH 
just have to watch the conditions and jump to it when they are 
right 

This is shaping into a good steelheading year.

Anti-Pollution Drive 


Lakes Action Sought 


OTTAWA (CP) — The 
International Joint Commis¬ 
sion Thursday proposed a 
sweeping anti-pollution pro¬ 
gram for the lower Great 
Lakes and the international 
section of the St Lawrence 
River, and simultaneously 
asked for the power to 
implement it. 

Canadian cabinet ministers 
quickly predicted that the 174- 
page report by the UC, 
product of an exhaustive six- 
year study, will lead ta early 
action by the Canadian and 
U .S. governments against 
pollution the IJC says is so 
severe it Is a health hazard. 

“I believe Ottawa will 


endorse these recommenda¬ 
tions 100 per cent,” said 
Fisheries Minister Jack 
Davis, minister-designate' of 
the new federal department 
of environmental affairs. 

He also told reporters it is 
his impression that Washing¬ 
ton will "endorse these objec¬ 
tives." 

(In Washington State Secre¬ 
tary William Rogers said he 
had initiated follow-up action 
to determine what can be 
done "in the most urgent 
way” about water-quality 
programs and objectives out¬ 
lined by the LJC.) 

External Affairs Minister 


Mitchell Sharp, tabling the 
report in the Commons, said 
a Canatta-U.S. ministerial 
meeting scheduled for the 
coming months will establish 
concerted programs on 
agreed water quality 
objectives. 

He also forecast a bilateral 
com mitment to establish 
effective mechanisms for 
surveillance. 

Reports from Washington 
said the ministerial meeting 
may take place as early as 
mid-March. 

Davis is expected to discuss 
the timing with U.S. officials 
today, when he is an Washing¬ 


ton for a seminar on the 
environment. 

Davis told re|X>rters that 
giving the UC power to 
combat pollution, as re¬ 
quested in the report, would 
not require legislative action, 
at least in Canada. It could be 
done by an exchange of 
letters between the U.S. and 
Canada, he said. 

At present the commission, 
established under a 1909 
boundary waters treaty, lacks 
authority to deal with pollu¬ 
tion. It can only investigate 
the problem, and then by 
specific reference from the 
two federal governments. 


Yard Keeps Its Cool 
In Spite of Incidents 


LONDON (CP) - As 
Scotland Yard figured things 
out Thursday night, there 
seemed to be no cause for 
disturbing the customary 
British calm despite criminal 
incidents on the political 
front. 

The Yard said four men 
have been charged with 
"malicious damage" at the 
House of Parliament but that 
it finds no connection between 
them and a bombing earlier 
at the home of Employment 
Minister Robert Carr. 

A spokesman also indicated 
the two cases also appear to 
have no link with a kidnap¬ 
ping threat disclosed Thurs¬ 
day against Education 
Minister Margaret Thatcher. 


After alarmist rumors 
about a widespread bomb 
plot, things seem to sort out 
this way: 

• The bombing of Carr's 
$100,000 home in Hertford¬ 
shire near here Tuesday 
night is still a 'mystery. No 
one was hurt. 

• Four Welshmen picked 
up outside the Parliament 
Building early Thursday have 
been charged, but there 
appears to be no connection 
between this and the Carr 
bombing. 

• The anonymous k i d- 
napping threat against Mrs. 
Thatcher remains just that, 
with no clue to who might 
have written her a letter.

Marcus, acting head of the | 
psychiatry department at the 
University of British 
Columbia, said he had found 
Guray to be an “emotionally 
unstable” person. 

This meant he could have 
temper tantrums or explode 
under minor stress, he said. 

If on the night in question 
Guray had taken pills and 
drunk whiskey as the defence 
has alleged, in any shooting 
which might have followed, he 
“was not carrying out an act 
which was premeditated, 
planned, or deviously con¬ 
ceived,” Marcus testified. 

Describing Guray as a 
“very simple man,” he told 
court there was much friction 
in the family in which Guray 
had become physically violent 
before. 

Under cross-examination by 
Murphy, he said Guray had 
also been excluded from the 
Sikh temple because of his 
"belligerence” there. 


know what the two were

Owen-Flood also sum¬ 
marized the medical evidence 
given in the case, saying it 
might lead to a verdict of not 
guilty by reason of insanity or 
not guilty of the murder but 
guilty of manslaughter. 

But Gould later told the 
jury that the verdict of not 
guilty by reason of insanity 
would not be a possible one in 
the case. 

The defence lawyer poured 
Scotch from a full bottle into 
three paper cups in an 
attempt to demonstrate the 
strength the drinks , taken by 
Gill and Guray must have 
been. After this “final 
colossal drink,” he said, 
Guray must have been “com¬ 


pletely and utterly intoxicated 
... he was so drunk his mind 
was blown.” 

Murphy, in his address to 
the jury, said he felt the 
crown had successfully 
proved that Guray did fire the 
bullets that killed Gill. It is 
“extremely doubtful you could 
find any doubt on that point, 
reasonable or otherwise,” he 
said. 

He said the Owen-Flood’a 
experiment with th* whisky 
and glasses might not be 
valid because there might 
have been other drinks poured 
or Guray might not have 
drunk all the drink. 

Two of the three policemen 
who dealt with Guray did 
not feel he was intoxicated, 
Murphy told the jury.

Victoria Mayor Courtney 
Haddock's plan for a $7.5 
million performing arts centre 
received cautious support 
Thursday from the city’s 
Group A committee. 

Aldermen recommended to 
council the mayor's proposal 
be approved in principle, a 
feasibility study be prepared 
by city staff, and an applica¬ 
tion be made to tlie provincial 
government for a $2.5 million 
low-interest loan under the 
federal government’s em¬ 
ployment incentive program. 

Committee also recom¬ 
mended to council that grants 
totalling $5 million be sought 
from t h e provincial and 
federal governments. 

Aldermen expressed some 
doubts as to the program's 
eligibility for the special 
development loans program, 
but the mayor said "we can 
sit around all day and find all 
kinds of reasons why this 
project should fail.” 

Haddock’s enthusiasm was 
somewhat dampened by a 
letter from B.C. Deputy 
Municipal Affairs Minister J. 
D. Baird, which stated that 
applications should only in¬ 
volve projects for which 
engineering and architectural 
plans have been completed, o*> 
are well advanced. 

The mayor said, however, 
such rules could well be 
applied in a flexible manner. 

"There’s no reason to be so 
stringent,” he said. “It’s 
certainly worth a try.” 

Aid Robert Baird said he 
would rather see the city go 


ahead with its Wharf Street 
urban renewal plans. An arts 
centre was “a beautiful thing 
if one can afford it.” 

The mayor assured the 
committee that one project 
wouLd not exclude the other. 

“We also hope to get funds 
for the urban renewal plans,” 
he said. 

Aid. Peter Pollen questioned 
Haddock on the proposed site. 

He wanted to know if the 
Crystal Garden property was 


big enough to accommodate 
the proposed centre. 

Haddock said additional 
property acquisition would be 
necessary. City Manager 
Dennis Young said a total of 
4.1 acres could be assembled. 

The mayor also said he has 
had “indications from the 
premier that the province 
would be willing to participate 
in financing the arts centre, if 
the federal government is 
also willing.”

The first decrease in re¬ 
portable traffic accidents in 
the memory of veteran 
policemen was reported 
Thursday by the Victoria 
police traffic division for 1970 
— and the decrease was a 
stunning 24.2 per cent. 

Traffic division head Insp. 
Richard Berry, who reported 
the decrease to 1,928 report¬ 
able accidents last year from 
2.544 the year before, gave 
the credit to two things — a 
police force policy of selective 
and stepped-up enforcement 
plus the tougher drink-drive 
law's that went into effect in 
1969. 

4t ★ ★ 

And he credited the selec¬ 
tive enforcement policy to use 
of the Victoria city hall 
computer b y the force's 
records and data processing 
division, headed by Sgt 
Douglas Grant. 

Berry, who reported earlier 
the number of motor vehicles 
in Greater Victoria rose 12 


per cent last year, explained 
this series of events: 

City hall got its computer in 
1968 and the next year was 
the fii*st in which the police 
records section was able to 
leed into the machine a full 
year’s data on the locations 
and causes of accidents in 
Victoria. • 

At the start of 1970, the 
computer provided Grant’s 
section with exact details of 
where and how accidents 
were most likely to happen. 
Back that went to the traffic 
division and selective enforce¬ 
ment began.

It worked and, in addition 
to the drop in reportable 
accidents, the total of acci¬ 
dents of all kinds fell to 2,213 
in 1970 from 2.983 the year 
before a decrease of 

almost 26 per cent. 

A reportable accident is one 
in which at least $200 damage 
is done.

The inspector said the 
change in the number of 
charges one year could be 
taken as affecting the number 
of accidents the next year 
He said the traffic charge 
total in 1967 rose 4 per cent 
from the year before and the 
accident total in 1968 went up 
13 per cent. Using similar 
comparisons, the 1968 charge 
total rose 17 per cent and the 
1969 accident figure 20 pet 
cent. 


The 1969 charge total 
jumped 35 per cent as 
enforcement was stepped up, 
and Berry said that helped 
cut the 1970 accident total by 
that 24.2 number. 

In 1970, the total of 10.164 
charges was up 10 per cent 
from the busy year before, 
which indicates this year may 
reduce accidents even more 
or at least hold the line.

Social worker Reg Clarkson, 
the only salaried, member of 
the group's staff, said Thurs¬ 
day part of the grant, about 
$2,200, will be used to pay his 
salary as organizer of the 
project formerly called the 
Maid-a-Day service, but now 
known as the Housecleaning 
Rehabilitation Association. 

The rest of the grant, 
calculated to take the project 
through its first four months 
of ( operation is to be used for 
transportation and baby¬ 
sitting arrangements for the 
welfare mothers who wish to 
take housecleaning jobs to 
augment their welfare allow¬ 
ances. 


Clarkson said he hopes that 
another grant will be forth¬ 
coming at the end of the four 
months. 

Clarkson said there are 
already 10 women' regularly 
employed by the association 
which promises to take any 
housecleaning job either on a 
regular or occasional basis, 
and if necessary on short 
notice. 

The women charge $1.50 an 
hour for their work, and keep 
the entire amount earned. 
Employer* are also asked to 
make a $1 donation to a 
special fund to l»e used to 
rehabilitate mothers on wel¬ 
fare.

"The fund will operate like 
' a credit union, so that women 
will be able to get low 
interest or even no-interest 
loans for special needs,” said 
Clarkson. 

Clarkson said transportation 
to and from jobs is arranged 
for the women. Babysitting is 
also arranged, either in day 
care centres, or by pairing off 
the women so that they 
alternate paid outside jobs 
with babysitting to both 
families. 

fdea of the project, accord¬ 


ing to Clarkson, is to help get 
women out of the home 
routine, and to avoid the 
despair which grows amongst 
those on welfare. 

He said the community 
would also gain by the 
provision of the service, and 
by contact with the welfare 
recipients.

Canadians to the new system, 
the bill proposes that pack¬ 
aged products bear a quantity 
declaration both in terms of 
Canadian standard and metric 
units of the weight, volume or 
length.

Committee member Grace 
M a clnnis (NDP-Vancouver- 
Kingsway) said Canadian 
consumers basically approve 
of the bill’s provisions. But to 
enable consumers to make 
proper price comparisons, 
labels should have to give 
price per unit. 

Basford said if manu¬ 
facturers were required to do 
this it would amount to 
instituting an illegal system 
of retail price maintenance.

Refurbish Those Boots

Do take those weather¬ 
beaten boots out of circulation 
until you find time to re¬ 
furbish them. Boots may be 
handsome but they become 
poor things when rain, mud, 
snow or rock salt get to them. 
Like right about now! 

Made of vinyl or other man¬ 
made materials, boots can 
easily be wiped clean with a 
sudsy sponge and rinsed with 
clear water. Thereafter a soft 
cloth takes care of drying and 
polishing in one operation. 

Today’s leather boots have 
special finishes to keep them 
supple and cleanable. They 
too respond to sudsy spong- 


in gs, if followed by a rinse 
with a barely damp cloth. Be 
sure to let leathers dry 
thoroughly *before wearing. 

If scuffed or dull, colorless 
liquid polish or paste wax 
brings up luster. 

The insides of boots also 
need renovating. Always when 
wet seeps in. And that is 
bound to happen, unless the 
construction is truly water¬ 
proof via sealed seams. 

To take care of a little or a 
lot of interior damp, blot 
insides with paper towels. 
Then insert the hose of a hair 
dryer und blow the lining dry. 
That way boots are ready for 
wear in short order. 


All interiors need ventila¬ 
tion. When not in use boots 
should be left near an open 
window fairly often, not al¬ 
ways stowed in an airless bag. 
Linings will feel fresher. Be 
fresher.

Nice Things Happen at 80

TORONTO (CP) — Few 
English teacher* place Edna 
Jaques on their list of great 
Canadian poets. And her 
name is no longer instantly 
recognizable. 

But millions who have ty?r 
verses tacked on the kitchen 
wall oar tucked away in the 
family Bible will accord her 
greatness. 

She is called the “scrapbook 
poet of the West” because so 
much of her work is en¬ 
shrined in family collections 
of memorabilia. 

★ * ★ 

On Sunday Miss Jaques will 
be 80. and nice things are still 
happening to her. 

Wednesday night, the tele¬ 
phone rang constantly in the 
Willowdale home she shares 
with her son-in-law and 
daughter, Murray and Joyce 
Sugar. 

Fans who read in a Toronto 
newspaper earlier in the day 
that her daughter is holding a 
birthday party Sunday just 
wanted to call and congratu¬ 
late her. 

★ * * 

“Would you like to know 
something nice?” she asked. 

“A man called half an hour 
ago who wrote me a fan 
letter during the war. He said 
he was a sailor. I wrote back 
to him and sent him my book 
Roses in December. Now it's 
been across the ocean 21 
times. 

“Twenty-one trips across 
the Atlantic and once around 
the world.” 

★ ★ ★ 

The book is one of 11 she 
has published since her poems 
first reached print in the 
Moose Jaw Times when she 
was 13. 

The newspaper item said 
they have brought her about 
$80,000 during the years but 
she said: “Oh no, it’s not 
nearly that much. “They’ve 
sold nearly a quarter oP’a 
million and I get only 10 per 
cent, so ...” 





Survey of Women 


“If ypu are pmirie-bm 
. there seems to be 
A sort of fellowship that 
speaks to me.” 

She was born in Colling- 
wood, Ont., the daughter of a 
lakeboat captain who caught 
the pioneering spirit when she 
was 11 and moved the family 
to the prairie flatlands, 35 
miles south of Moose Jaw. 


The settlement became 
known as Briercrest. after the 
name of the Jaques farm. 

Miss Jaques married a 
neighbor, William Ernest 
Jamieson, and moved to a 
homestead near Prince 
Albert, Sask. She did not like 
tlie log-cabin life there and 
left after four years, with her 
daughter. Her husband died 
some years later and she 
writes under her maiden 
name. 


She supported her child as 
a seamstress, stewardess on 
a steamer, stenographer and 
newspaper reporter. During 
the Second World War “I 
went to Ottawa and wrote 
propaganda” — articles for 
the wartime prices and trade 
board on such subjects as 
price control and wartime 
economy — with a homey 
flavor. 

Since 1929 she has lectured 
whenever'possible, invariably 
speaking about her life at 
Briercrest and the writing of 
verses.

Her favorite among her 
poems? “Oh that’s hard, 
there’s 3,000 you know.” 

Then 6he selecja the one 
most people know, a reply to 
In Flanders Fields, which 
begins:

Sleep well beneath those 
poppies red 


The torch your dying hands 
did throw 

We held it high before the 
foe 

And answered bitter blow 
for blow 

In Flanders fields.” 

Still excited about it more 
than 52 years after the entire 
poem came to her while she 
was sewing, she confides: "I 


wrote it on the bottom of a 
spool box.” 

The poem was read at the 
unveiling in Washington of the 
Tomb of the Unknown Soldier. 
A service club printed it on a 
card with the Belgian Nation¬ 
al Anthem and raised $1 
million by selling the cards. 

Most of her work reflects 
her early life on the Prairies: 


“I’m in perfect health." she 
said Wednesday, and she still 
writes for magazines, particu¬ 
larly “a big magazine in the 
United States” which she did 
not want to identify because 
“they might not like it.” 

Criticism of her homespun 
verses does not seem to 
bother her. She says she 
would like today’s youth to 
write poetry that means 
something. “Today it’s more 
like prose broken up.”

LOS ANGELES - Ameri¬ 
can women are not only 
engaging in premarital sex 
more often than ever before 
but they are also feeling less 
guilty about it, a Pennsyl¬ 
vania sociologist said here 
Wednesday. 

Dr. Carlfred Broderick, a 
professor of family relation¬ 
ships at Pennsylvania State 
University, told a University 
of Southern California news 
conference that a recent 
study conducted by him of 200 
newlyweds in Pennsylvania 
revealed that 75 per cent of 
them had sex with each oilier 
before marriage and 30 per 
cent of the women were 
pregnant before they were 
married. 

Broderick said the dramatic 
increase in premarital sex is 
primarily due to a change in 
the attitudes of women rather 
than men. 

Broderick, a father of eight 
who says he personally is 
somewhat prudish about sex, i 
said the changing feminine 
view toward premarital sex is 
due largely to the overall 
increase in freedom and 
responsibility of women in | 
recent years. 

Earlier research indicating 
that more liberal attitudes 
toward sex were usually held 
by those with higher educa¬ 
tional and financial back¬ 
grounds no longer seems to 
be true, Broderick said.

increase in premarital sex 
now crossed all socioeconomic 
groups and is a part of an 
overall change in social 
values to what he called a 
“racial existentialiflh.” 

Such a life-style does not 
concentrate o n conserving 
social institutions such as 
church, family or country but 
instead centers on heightening 
and expanding personal ex¬ 
periences, he said. 

“And sex,” he added, “is 
one of the most intensive 
personal experiences.” 

A key to how women are 
accepting this new sexual 
freedom, Broderick said, is 
indicated by a survey that 
was taken at three univer¬ 
sities in 1958 and again in 
1968. 


In each case not only did 
the number of women who 
admitted to having premarital 
sex increase from 10 to 32 per 
cent at a university in Utah, 
but guilt feelings dropped 
substantially. 

Broderick contended that 
changing sexual mores had 
not brought about an increase 
in promiscuity and that most 
studies indicate the increase 
in premarital sex has been 
among couples who are either 
going steady or are engaged.

The provincial govern- 
ment’s willingness to pur¬ 
chase the site will determine 
the city's decision regarding a 
rezoning application of 
Emmanual Baptist Church, 
1900 Fernwood, for conversion 
into a youth hostel. 

A public hearing in con¬ 
nection with the proposed 
rezoning was held Dec. 17. 
Council, at that time, post¬ 
poned a decision until con¬ 
firmation is received from 
Gaglardi that the province 
will purchase the site. 

Gaglardi was not available 
for comment Thursday. 

A Cool-Aid spokesman said 
“we don’t know what’s going 
on.” Cool-Aid had no direct 
contact with the provincial 
government, and was waiting 
for word from the city. 

Originally, Cool-A id in¬ 
tended to purchase the build¬ 
ing with a loan from Central 
Mortgage and Housing Cor¬ 
poration. Now, the proposal 
calls for purchase of the 
property by the province, and 
maintenance by the city.

Plan by Fire 


At this season of the year, just about 
the most profitable form of gardening 
you can do is to get yourself nice and 
coey in front of a crackling log fire and 
plot out your vegetable patch on paper, 
showing just what is to be grown in 
each row. In this way, and by 
comparing your plan with last year’s 
sketch, you can avoid growing the same 
kind of vegetable on the same ground 
two years running. 

★ ★ ★ 

Moreover, by this kind of planning, 
you can avoid seasonal gluts, and you 
can keep the whole plot in maximum 
production throughout the whole of the 
growing season. # 

While you’re at it. though. I’d like to 
make a plea for reserving a row or two 
in the vegetable garden for the growing 
of flowers. This may sound like a 
screwball idea — growing flowers 
among the vegetables — but I can 
assure you the plan has a lot of merit. 

For one thing, this is by far the best 
way to provide cut flowers for the house 
— or for your church, for that matter. 
It isn’t very satisfactory to rely upon 
the ornamental flower beds out front to 
fill your bowls and vases — their job is 
to provide a picture setting for the 
house, and robbing these beds will 


weaken the display. A couple of row* in 
the backyard, however, will provide all 
the cut flowers you can possibly use for 
indoor decoration. 

Some of the annual flowers are 
excellent for cutting and as easy to 
grow as radishes when sown in a row in 
the vegetable plot. Among these are 
Calendula “Pacific Beauty,” Caliopsis 
“Golden Crown," annual Gypsophila 
"London Market.” Lavatera “Loveli¬ 
ness.’’ Cosmos “Sunset” and “Early 
Klondyke Orange Flare.” Scabiosa 
Imperial Hybrids and “Blue Moon,” 
any of the early seven-week Stocks and 
any of the larger, shaggier Zinnias. 

For my money, the only really 
satisfactory way Jto grow gladiolus is as 
a cut-flower crop, in rows in the 
vegetable plot where they can be hoed, 
cultivated, Irrigated and sprayed in a 
routine way along with the carrots and 
peas. 

In the ornamental beds out front, 
each gladiolus plant is in bloom for too 
short a period to be worthwhile for 
garden decoration and they look rather 
disreputable as they pass out of bloom. 
But grown in rows in the backyard, 
With successional plantings of bulbs 
made every two weeks from early April 
to late June, a constant supply of 


glorious spikes is yours for cutting all 
through the late summer and fall. 

In addition to the production of cut 
flowers, the vegetable plot is the ideal 
place to grow your own bulbs for use 
elsewhere in the garden. The “splits” 
and spawn and immature bulblets of 
tulips, daffs, hyacinths, bulbous iris and 
galdiolus can all be planted in rows to 
plump themselves up to flowering size. 

★ ★ ★ 

This is a particularly good way to 
acquire a big stock of gladiolus bulbs 
without spending much money. The 
specialist gladiolus growers will sell you 
the bulblets of expensive varieties for 
less than one-tenth the cost of flowering- 
size bulbs. I just noticed a good 
example in a current catalogue: 

Large bulbs of the variety “Green 
Ice” sell for 35 cents EACH, while 
bulblets of the same variety are listed 
at $1 per hundred! Or you can save and 
grow your own glad spawn, gathered 
after the bulbs are dug up in the fall. 

These are sown in shallow, flat- 
bottomed trenches, just as you would 
peas, spacing them 3 to 4 inches apart 
each way. See that they get plenty of 
water through the summer months and 
you’ll harvest hundreds of blooming-size 
bulbs next fall.

Nixon New Star? 



President Nixon gave a 
masterful performance o n 
television the other night, 
chatting in the White House 
library with four broadcast 
journalists. 

He was relaxed, knowledge¬ 
able, lucid and witty. 

In fact he was so godd my 
Sainted Mother sat through 
the entire first half hour 
thinking she was watching 
Johnny Carson. What tipped 
her off to her error, she said, 
was the lack of commercials. 
She then switched to another 
station. 

So this format of Nixon 
chatting with four guests is 
certainly more interesting 
than a long, dull presidential 
speech and at least as 
informative as a presidential 
press conference. 

Obviously, then, in his 
search for better ways of 
communicating with the pub¬ 
lic, Nixon is on the right 
track. But, as with any new 
television series, this one has 
Its flaws — none, however, 
that can’t be remedied. 

First of all, there is a 


crying need for a live studio 
audience. What one missed 
most of all in this week’s 
show was applause, laughter 
and that electric spark a live 
audience provides. 

Then Nixon would need an 
assistant to provide a foH for 
his jokes and to warm up the 
audience. Attorney General 
John Mitchell seems perfect. 
Nixon could kid him gently 
about his pipe, his waistline 
and his pretty chatterbox of a 
wife. 

★ * * 

It would be up to Mitchell, 
of course, to introduce Mr. 
Nixon. "Heeeeeere’s Dickie!” 
is definitely too informal. 
Moreover, it suggests Laugh- 
In. Far more preferable 
would be a simple: 
“Heeeeeere’s the Prez!” 

Nixon would then burst 
through the curtain with a big 
grin and perhaps either take 
a dignified practice swing 
with an imaginary golf club 
or clasp both hands over his 
head as he does when cam¬ 
paigning. 

When the applause at last 


dies down he should launch 
into a series of one-liners, 
such as: “If I had any 
money, I’d buy stocks” or “I 
put catsup on cottage cheese 
because it tastes better” or 
“I was delighted with the 
election results.” 

He then moves gracefully to 
a small desk stage rear while 
Mitchell brings in the guests. 
After shaking hands they 
should sit on a row of 
comfortable chairs on Nixon’s 
right, legs crossed and beam¬ 
ing expectantly. 

The guests are the key. 
Those on last week’s show 
were, frankly, inadequate. 
Miss Dickerson of PBS, while 
very attractive, lacks the 
pizazz of Zsa Zsa Gabor. 
Chancellor of NBC has a 
certain^ owlish charm, but 
he’s ndt nearly as funny as 
Zero M o s t e 1 or Buddy 
Hackett. 

The other two, Smith of 
ABC and Sevareid of CBS, 
contributed only to the gen¬ 
eral air of polite, respectful 
wishy-washyness. How far 
more challenging would be a 


master of Insult like Don 
Rickies, Groucho Marx or 
William F. Buckley. 

A final word about com¬ 
mercials. There is no reason 
Nixon couldn’t deliver in his 
sincere fashion public service 
messages like, “Only YOU 
can prevent forest fires!” But 
he certainly shouldn’t lend the 
prestige of his office to 
pushing underarm deodorants 
or worm pills. On this type of 
show, that’s Mitchell’s job. 


So there you have it, The 
This about That Show, star¬ 
ring relaxed, knowledgeable 
lucid, witty Dick Nixon. 

Remember that since the 
advent of television every 
president has sought an inter¬ 
esting talk show format that 
would increase his popular¬ 
ity. I think Nixon’s got it at 
last. . 

In fagt, with a good pro¬ 
ducer, a competent director 
and a little more experience, 
I say here is a president 
who’s even better than 
Johnny Carson.

Fathers Know Best

Does anyone imagine that 
the founding fathers of the 
U.S. were so stupid that they 
used the pi.rase “All men are 
created equal" without know¬ 
ing what it meant? In their 
arrogance, many modern 
Americans imagine so. 

★ ★ ★ 

Ignorant or malevolent 
people are fond of pointing 
out that, obviously, no two 
persons are “created equal” 
In terms of intelligence, abil¬ 
ity, strengths, and so forth. 
Do they think their founding 
fathers were so blind as not 
to know that simple fact! 

“Equal” does not mean 
“identical." No two persons 
are identical, just as no two 
fingerprints are identical. 
People have different - heights. 


different weights, different 
color eyes, different physical 
characteristics of all sorts. In 
the same way, people have 
different intellectual and emo¬ 
tional traits. Who but a total 
idiot could deny this? 

What is meant by the 
phrase, “all men are created 
equal,” is not that they are 
identical, but that everyone at 
birth I* entitled to equal 
treatment a* a person, ao that 
he can realise the maximum 
of hi* God-given abilities. 

It meant that the state, or 
the law, cannot arbitrarily 
treat one person differently 
from another, as foreign 
nations (at the time the U.S. 
was founded) had different 
laws for the nobility and for 
the masses. 


What is shocking and dis¬ 
appointing, after nearly 200 
years of our form of govern¬ 
ment, is that so many Ameri¬ 
cans apparently still fail to 
understand “Equality means 
—and perversely interpret it 
as meaning that everyone has 
to be “rewarded” identically, 
no matter how much abilities 
may differ. 


This straw man is too easy 
to knock down; but the basic 
Idea of equality under U.S. 
law is as strong and relevant 
today as it was in 1776. But, 
because of ignorant or willful 
misinterpretations, the U.S. is 
still far from this noble goal 
of Washington, Jefferson and 
Their allies. Today's tories are 


still Insisting that because 
men are not identical, there¬ 
fore they should not be 
treated as equals. 

In a family, however (and a 
nation is only a family writ 
large), we know that different 
children have dissimilar tal¬ 
ents and abilities. Yet, if we 
are wise and loving parents, 
we give them all the same 
opportunity to rise to what¬ 
ever level they can; indeed, 
we often give the duller or 
less-favored an extra lift up 
to compensate for their weak¬ 
ness or incapacity. The 
brighter and more fortunate 
don’t need it as much. 

This is precisely the way a 
nation should operate, for its 
own good and the good of all 
its members.

Every so often it 
appears that the de¬ 
fenders have surely got 
yout- number and the 
hand will wind up with 
you making an inscrip¬ 
tion in the "They" 
column. Yet if you 
refuse to give up the 
ghost, you may still 
stumble on a way of 
making the hand. 

Consider this deal 
where West leads a 
heart against four 
spades. Straight away 
you have a hollow 
feeling that you are 
going to lose a heart, 
two spades and a dia¬ 
mond. 

This is most unjust, 
you tell yourself, for 
certainly you have not 
overbid your hand. 

Your ^partner too has 
bid his hand with 
commendable re¬ 
straint. 

Nevertheless, there you are. and the only possibility 
you can thlhk of is to try to enlist the club suit as a 
means of expunging dummy’s heart loser. 

If all three of the opponents’ trumps happened to be 
in the same hand as four clubs, you could play out the 
clubs and discard a heart — and there wouldn’t be a thing 
the opponents could do about It. But it is hardly likely 
that you should be so lucky. 

However, thinking about the clubs opens up another 
possibility. Suppose the clubs are 3-3 and the trumps 2-1, 
with the A-K divided? 

Then the scales fall from your eyes. You win the 
heart opening and cash the clubs, discarding a heart on 
the fourth one no matter what. The opponents can gnash 
their teeth as much as they like, but no matter what they 
do they make only two trump tricks and a diamond.

The actual rate rose to 6.5 


per cent of the labor force in 
December from 5.7 per cent 
in November and 4.7 per cent 
in December, 1969. 

There was no doubt that the 
actual number of jobless 
would rise in December - it 
jumped to 538.000 from 


476,000 — but the size of the 
increase was large enough to 
make the seasonally-adjusted 
rate rise as well. 

Benson and other ministers 
came under torrid pressure in 
the House Thursday following 
announcement of the figures 


by the manpower department 
and Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics earlier in the day. 

He said that, while he had 
predicted the unemployment 
rate was on the downswing, 
“I also said there may be 
m onth-to-month fluctuations 
from the trend ..

The defendant, Allan 
Passaro, 22, San Jose, threw 
his head back and yelled 
"Yeeow!” when the verdict 
was read. He embraced his 


pretty blonde wife Celeste, 
who broke into tears. 

-Passaro was charged with 
the stabbing death of 
Meredith Hunter, 18, near the 
stage where Britain’s Rolling 
Stones were performing at 
the free concert on Dec. 6, 
1969 — a stabbing that was 
recorded on film by a movie 
crew. 

The color film, of poor 
quality because of bad light¬ 
ing. show's Passaro rushing at 


Hunter and striking him with 
a knife while trying to grab a 
revolver the teenager was 
waving.

Passaro took the stand and 
said he stabbed Hunter in self- 
defence. Members of the 
Hell’s Angels motorcycle gang 
had been hired by the Stones’ 
management — for 5500 
worth of beer — to act as 
bodyguards on the stage while 
the rock group performed 
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Reporter® stood vigil out¬ 
side Bucher’s hillside resi¬ 
dence and members of the 
household staff peered 
anxiously out windows for a 
sign of the 57-year-old envoy, 
whose release had been 
promised in return for asylum 
in Chile for the 70 prisoners. 
He was the fourth diplomat 
kidnapped in Brazil in two 
years.

Take Children , Let Dying Die ? 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. 
lUPl) — U.S. Vice-President 
Spiro Agnew said Thursday 
the welfare problem will 
never be resolved until “bard 
social judgments’’ are faced 
about whether taxpayers 
should finance illegitimate 
children and keep terminal 
patients alive. 

He also said “sooner or 
I a t e r " government must 
decide whether it should take 
away the children of unfit 
welfare mothers. 

Agnew spoke to • meeting 


attended by governor Ronald 
Reagan and 300 local govern- 
m e n t officials concerned 
about skyrocketing welfare 
costs.

The vice-president told the 
officials that “life is very 
complex” and that “all we 
can do is move in the proper 
directions.” 

"I have a theory that these 
problems will never be 
subject to complete solution 
until somebody in public life,” 
Agnew continued, “is willing 


to take on the hard social 
judgments that very frankly 
no one that I know in elective 
office is willing to even think 
about” 

"I’m talking about the 
decision in welfare,” he said, 
“if a w’oman has not taken 
care of her children properly, 
who is going to say to that 
woman. ‘We are going to take 
that child from you — the 
natural mother — and put 
that child somewhere where it 
will receive the proper 
care.' “ 


Agnew also asked, “Who is 
going to say to a welfare 
mother who has had three or 
four illegitimate children who 
are now charges of the state. 
*We’re very sorry but we will 
not be able to allow you to 
have any more children’? . . . 
Until we take it on, how are 
we ever really going to solve 
this problem?’’

About .1,000 loggers have 
been affected in the Port 
Albemi area where the Sproat 
Lake, Cameron, Franklin 
River and Kennedy Lake 
divisions of MacMillan 
Bloedel were still closed on 
Thursday. 

At Gold River, the pulp mill 
has kept going but, after 
scheduled closure from Dec. 
22 to Jan. 4, the logging 
division has been operating at 
one-third strength. 


The men who have been 
employed are working on jobs 
such as log sorting chi booms 
and road maintenance. There 
has not been any loading or 
hauling carried out.

“The existence of the 
mining claims was known to 
us prior to purchase.” board 
chairman Hugh Curtis 
acknowledged at a board 
meeting. 

”It is a sad fact of life on 
Vancouver Island that it is 
virtually impossible to make 
an extensive land purchase 
without discovering that 
many years ago mineral 
rights were handed to various 
private companies or that 
around the turn of the 
century certain areas were 
staked as mining claims.” 

"Whether the mining com¬ 
pany will accept our decision 
and abandon its claims re¬ 
mains to be seen.

"But I would like this hoard 
to go on record now as being 
determined to fight any and 
every move that could be 
detrimental to a wilderness 
area purchased to be held in 
perpetuity for the people of 
the Capital Region. 

"The 1.700 acres of land we 
have purchased in East Sooke 
is now a park and a park it 
must remain." said Curtis.

“We have raised public

Curtis said that while the 
mineral claims were known to 
the board when the park 
property was purchased it 
had been hoped that it would 
be some time before it be¬ 
came necessary to defend the 
parkland against the incur¬ 
sions by a mining company.

He said the request from 
Citex Mines asking for per¬ 
mission to proceed with work 
in the park had been received 
early in December. 

"There was never any 
doubt in my mind as to what 
our answer to that request 
should be, but before intro¬ 
ducing the issue into the 
public forum it was felt that 
it would be wise to seek a 
legal opinion," said Curtis. 


"Costs should be paid by 
the user,” said Haddock.

"Perhaps this way we could 
control this and get the 
facilities we need.”' added 
Haddock. 

He said there are also 831 
sterilizations waiting to be 
done. 

“If this \ompounds then at 
the end of 1971 we are going 
to be in pretty serious trouble 
as far as surgical beds are 
concerned,” he said. 

Saanich Mayor Hugh Curtis 
said he agreed that there is a 
serious problem, and that a 
special department attached 
to a hospital could be a help. 

“I wouldn’t want to be a 
party to an abortion clinic, 
though." he said. Curtis was 
opposed to the idea of fees, 
which gave the impression 
that abortions were only for 
those who could afford them. 

Oak Bay Mayor Francis 
Elford agreed with Curtis. 

“I am not in favor of the 
user paying unless you are 
also going to make the man 
who gets drunk and drives his 
car pay for any injury he 
causes to others," she said. 

Haddock was asked to 
prepare a written submission 
for discussion by the hospital 
advisory committee.

in November and 4.7 per cent 
in December. 1969. 

There was no doubt that the 
actual number of jobless 
would rise in December — it 
jumped to 538,000 from 


476,000 — but the size of the 
increase was large enough to 
make the seasonally-adjusted 
rate rise as well.

Passaro was charged with 
the stabbing death of 
Meredith Hunter, 18, near the 
stage where Britain's Rolling 
Stones were performing at 
the free concert on Dec. 6 , 
1969 — a stabbing that was 
recorded on film by a movie 
crew. 

The color film, of poor 
quality because of bad light¬ 
ing, shows Passaro rushing at 


Hunter and striking him with 
a knife while trying to grab a 
revolver the teenager Was 
waving.

Passaro took the stand and 
said he stabbed Hunter in self- 
defence. Members of the 
Hell's Angels motorcycle gang 
had been hired by the Stones’ 
management — for $500 
worth of beer — to act as 
bodyguards on the stage while 
the rock group performed. 
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Reporters stood vigil out¬ 
side Bucher’s hillside resi¬ 
dence and members of the 
household staff peered 
anxiously out windows for a 
sign of the 57-year-old envoy, 
whose release had been 
promised in return for asylum 
in Chile for the 70 prisoners. 
He was the fourth diplomat 
kidnapped in Brazil in two 
years.

Agnew Says Hard Welfare Judgments Due 

Take Children , Let Dying Die ? 


SACRAMENTO. Calif. 
(UPI) — U.S. Vice-President 
Spiro Agnew said Thursday 
the welfare problem will 
never be resolved until “hard 
social judgments” are faced 
•bout whether taxpayers 
should finance illegitimate 
children and keep terminal 
patients alive. 

He also said “sooner or 
later” government must 
decide whether it should take 
away the children of unfit 
welfare mothers. 

Agnew spoke to a meeting 


attended by governor Ronald 
Reagan and 300 local govem- 
m e n t officials concerned 
about skyrocketing welfare 
costs.

The vice-president told the 
officials that "life is very 
complex” and that “all we 
can do is move in the proper 
directions.” 

"I have a theory that these 
problems will never be 
subject to complete solution 
until somebody in public life,” 
Agnew continued, ‘is willing 


to take on the hard * 91 ** I 
judgments that very frankly 
no one that I know in elective 
office is willing to even think 
about.” 

“I’m talking about the 
decision in welfare,” he said. 
“If a woman has not taken 
care of her children properly, 
who is going to say to that 
woman, ‘We are going to take 
that child from you — the 
natural mother — and put 
that child somewhere where it 
will receive the proper 
care.* ** 


Agnew also asked. “Who is 
going to say to a welfare 
mother who has had three or 
four illegitimate children who 
are now charges of the state. 
‘We’re very sorry but we will 
not be abie to allow you to 
have any more children’? . . . 
Until we take it on, how are 
we ever really going to solve 
this problem?”

Agnes said he believes
